REMARKS 

Summary of Office Action 

Claims 1-20 are pending in this application. 

The Examiner required applicants to elect for 
prosecution one of the following allegedly patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species I, referring to FIGS. 1-4; and 

Species II, referring to FIG. 5 and 6. 

Applicant's Reply 

Applicant elects Species I with traverse, referring 
to FIGS- 1-4, for initial substantive examination. 
Claims 1-20 read on Species I. 

The Examiner did not state if a claim was found to 
be generic in the Office Action. Applicant contends that 
claims 1-20 read on both Species I and Species II. 
Therefore, applicant contends that claims 1-20 are all 
generic . 

Applicant has properly responded to the Election 
requirement by electing a single species for examination - 
Species I. Applicant understands that if a generic claim is 
allowed, a reasonable number of the non-elected species, and 



all claims that read thereon, will be rejoined to the 
application - 

Conclusion 

Applicant has elected for examination a single 
species of the claimed invention as required by the Examiner.
